THE WINE AND BEER 


AMENDMENT 


to the State Constitution, if approved by the voters, 
would declare 
2.75% LIQUORS 


by weight non-intoxicating, and would legalize their 
manufacture and sale in the State. 2.75 per cent 
liquors by weight equals 3.44 per cent by volume— 
almost as strong as pre-war beer. Ohio would thus 
nullify the Federal Constitution and the law for its 
enforcement as that law, declared valid by the United 
States Supreme Court, says liquors containing one- 
half of one per cent, or more, of alcohol, are intoxicat 
ing and are prohibited. Ohio would thus place her- 
self in opposition to the federal government and 
would become a nullification state. The approval 
of this amendment would invalidate Ohio's enforce- 
ment law, and make prohibition enforcement more 
difficult. 
It would pave the way for establishing 


beer saloons throughout the state and would make sa- 
loons of poolrooms, soft drink places, etc., and beer 
would be sold in these places to boys and girls as 
freely as soda water at drug stores. 
Appetites for 


liquor would be c r e a t e d and conditions would 
be worse than in open saloon days. The proposed 
amendment would legalize the possession of liquor in 
homes and would make necessary the search war- 
rant, even for an automobile known to contain con- 
traband liquor. The purpose of the liquor interests 
in initiating the amendment is, in the event of its 
adoption, to influence Congress to repeal the Vol- 
stead law and destroy the N a t i o n a l Prohibition 
Amendment. It is part of a nation wide program of 
propaganda on the part of the liquor interests to over- 
throw the dry law and re-establish the saloon. 
The 


loyal, home-loving men and women of Ohio should 
defeat this proposal of the brewers, and declare their 
fealty to the Federal Constitution and the Federal 
Law by voting, "No" on the Beer and Wine Amend- 
ment.
